Dear  Sir, 

In  the  cause  of  education  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada 
is  desirous  of  making  known  as  fully  a3  possible  its  latest  dis¬ 
coveries  in  vertebrate  palaeontology.  With  this  end  in  view,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  Minister,  lantern  slides  have  been 
prepared  of  a  number  of  the  most  interesting  specimens  recently 
placed  on  exhibition  in  its  Museum.  fifteen  of  these  slides  are 
now  forwarded  to  you,  by  registered  mail,  os  a  presentation  to 
your  University  for  the  use  of  the  Professor  of  Geology  or  other 
officer  of  your  institution  under  whom  the  study  of  geology  comes, 
as  a  ready  means  of  bringing  before  his  students  recent  progress  in 
Canadian  palaeontology  resulting  from  the  study  of  vertebrates  dis¬ 
covered  principally  by  the  Geological  Survey  field  parties.  This 
progress  is  in  advance  of  the  latest  geological  text  books. 

A  list  of  the  lantern  slides,  giving  the  geological 
horizon,  locality,  etc.,  of  the  specimens  is  herewith  enclosed,  and 
if  desired  a  copy  of  the  labels  (in  popular  language)  which  accom¬ 
pany  these  specimens  in  our  museum  will  be  forwarded  to  you.
